The vital importance of 
encouraging the industrialisation 
of Hongkong cannot be over- 
stressed. The prosperity of any 
race or country depends upon Its 
industrialism, and both — the 
inhabitants and the Government 
must do all in'their power to 
establish firm foundation on: 
which Hongkong’s future pro-| 
sperity will be built. ; 


"England progressed centuries 
ago because of the industry of 
her. people, and: because of the 
encouragement given to those 
who became her “ehop-keepers.” 
The gibe of the past, that “Eng- 
land was a nation of shop- 
keepers,” was actually a tribute 
frialism of her -people. Let 
Hongkong remember that. 


Of recent years, factories of 
every description have sprung 
up in the Colony. They have 
carried the name of Hongkong to 
tho four corners of the earth, and 
Hongkong, has been the. gainer 
in that the volume of, actual 
trade (apart from goods In 
transit) has been largely sup- 
ported by the export of. goods 
‘manufactured within the Colony. 


It stands. to reason that fac- 
tories, if properly supervised and 
controlled, are assets which 
every country must encourage, 
They absorb a_ considerable 
percentage of the population. 
They contribute directly to the 
revenue of the country, and they 
‘make ‘it possible for | their, 
workers to make thoir_ indirect 


contribution. 


‘Unfortunately, officialdom has, 
to a certain extent, hindered 
rather than encouraged {ndus- 
trialiam in the: past. The 
restrictions and difficulties which 
have been placed in the path of 
the ‘ploneera have ‘hindered the 
progréss.so desired. In spite of 
difficulties, much has been done, 
but much more can be dono if: 
‘judicious control -is exercised, 
and genuine cnterprise fostered 
The Colony ‘maintains itself out 
of: its trade, and the healthier 
‘that-Is, the greater the revenue 
go. urgently required for so 
many needs. - :
